Dishon-
esty, chicanery, and lying beat down modesty
and ability, and trample them like worms be-
neath their feet. Consoionce is a thing of the
past, perjury a thing of the present, and men
practice it as thongh it were as honorable ns
it is luerative. Oath-taking hns become a
geienee, and he who ean swear bost and hard-
est is the most successful professor. Look
on either side, among nearly every trade and
enlling whera money-getting is the chief aim,
and you will find those who live by their wits
gailing along smoothly, while honest labor is
atill tugging away in tho traces, The one ap-
pears as’ happy as the other. With the first,
the science of onth-taking has been mastered,
and thousands who are witness to his
guccess devote their time and attention to it,
with all the avidity that the learned alchemist
will devote to a newly discovered mineral.
Dodges are invented, plans laid, money spoent
with a lavish hand, the laws ave gone over
and dissected, and all with a view to coverup
or make right n dishonest and dishonorable
action, whereby monay shall be placed in the
pockets of he who best mastered his lessons,
Lying can no longer ba called wrong, or if it

can,it is not, for lying is now the order of the

He who liss well. is proporiionately
suecessful; ho who hoodwinks and lulls into

should know where to lay hands upon our
man; but society does not stop at giving him
that which is but another name for rogue,
but takes hold of him and embraces him in
her arms and bids him go forth to greater
deeds in the spme line. He has lost nothing
in the social seale. On the contrary, he is a
bhail fellow well met, and hands that would
scorn to do a mean action clasp his, and
all becanse they wonld rather have his
friendship than his enmity. And why? Fear
at the power which he sways with relentless
hand, evidently outside of the law, compels yon
to make the best terms you can. But lying
is not good in law. There it is that those who
¢lo not see the prnctiwtl workings qf the law
are blinded, Lying s good in 'y, as any
lnwyer can testify, and, where it is sworn to
by the professional oath-taker, is far better
than the truth for all practical purposes, in
nine cases out of ten.

There are times, let ns be thankful, when
the oath-taker's vocation is lost; but that is
only in such cases as the public attention has
been called to, and those who nse the profes-
sional are fearful of losing what little respecta-
bility they may possess by having the eyes of
their neighbors riveted upon them.
the petty cases, in which the pullic is not in-
terested, that the science of ocath-taking is
most observed and most skilfully used. How
many villains, whose proper place is within
the stone walls of a prison, are daily let loosa
to prey upon the community by our present
system of administering some of our laws,
none can cver know save those who have
daily business in the oourts, or are familiar
with the haunts of the corrnpt and vile,

As an instance wherein the seience of oath-
taking comes out in colors least inviting, we
take the liberty of citing a case which wmay
still be fresh in the minds of those who are
interested in such matters. Bome years ago,
a man who had been well known as a bounty-
jumper, snbstitute dealer, and general thief,
but who always managed to cover up his
tracks 8o that it was impossible to obtain
direct proof of his guilt, found his occupation
gone by the collapse of the Rebellion. The
police had had an eye on the gentleman for a
long time, but ag he became more seitled,
they hoped he had reformed. And so he had:
he reformed as a thief and became an incen-
diary. He bought out a small grocery store
in the lower part of the ecity, fitted it up in
good style, had it ingured for a good round
sum, and then sol about making a speculs-
tion. Having saturated everything with coal
oil and other inflamnmable material, ha locked
up his store as usual, and started on a journey
out of the city. Boon ofter he had left, a
police officer noticed smoke issuing from the
chinks in the shutters, and suspecting that
something was wrong, broke down the door
and found the arrangements pretty much as
we have deseribed them, Of course the man
was arrested “and put in prison, The insur-
ance companies as well as the officers of the
law determined to make an example of the
party, and would probably have done so

for

had not the scientifie oath-taker, aided by a ll

pettifogging lawyer, stepped in and defeated
the ends of justioe. The way it was done waa
this;—The man had been committed to prison
in default of heavy bail, and the authorities
were lulled in their vigilance by the know-
ledge that the man had no friends to intereat
themselves in his behalf. In that they were
somewhat mistaken. Oormorants exist among
the lawyers, aud one of these waited on the
culprit in his oell, and proposed to get
hima bail for a certain sum. The offor was
#ocepled, the money paid, and the bail-

There are honest, upright, well-
meaning, and indusirions men in offize,

| Far be it from onr intention to malign thosge
i who seek to do right, and whoss taste or edn-
cation leads them into public life. There are
good men even among the politicians, some of
I whom would as quickly turn from a mean,
dzwlmnnr.able action as they would from the
| embrace of the loathsome, slimy snake,
It is not of these men that we are speak-
ing, but of these whom the records
of time and the public will point at as being
the men who have sworn to do the duties of
their office, and perjured themselves for pe-
cuniary and political gain, As we notice the
frequency of these occurrences, as they turn
up in our conrts (not more than one in ten
are ever tonched mpon by the law, and are
therefore only known of by a foew), and then
observe the placid countenance, oily tongue,
and the fawning mannerisms of the men who
perjure themselves with as little compune-
tion as they would sip their liguor, we won-
der what can bie the education of the man or
the condition of the mind that wonld execute
50 black and damning n deed. Yot these are
the men who, in many cases, have filled the
offices of our city, and who ask a re-slection,
putting forward as their chief claims upon
the party and the suifrages of the people the
fact that they have learned the science of
oath-taking, and are therefore donbly compe-
tent, Nor is thisan idle statement. No!
would that it wers, for then it is likely that

we should forget. No! the proof is hers
beneath our very eyes. If ouriosity wonld
tempt youn, take up the records of our past

Legislatures. Look about you, and see and
hear some of the wen who ask that yon shall
place them over 3 your rulers; and then,
shonld you sti!l dm-,'-. more, visit the courts,
and inguire of hLim who is not afraid to
speak the truth (if such a man can be found),
